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second time, and that the elephants 
disappeared in this second catastrophe. 
Mr. Sage presented to the class a 
ferruginous petrifaction, having some 
apparent lesemblance to a bundle of 
tobacco leaves tied round with threads, 
but probably part of a stalk of bam- 
boo, or some other jointed plant. — 
JJe likewise gave descriptions and a- 
iialvsis of a few stones ; awl com- 
municated some experiments on the 
cohesion that lime contracts ™itn va- 
rious substances. 

Mr. Ikochaiit, mine engineer, com- 
municated some observations on strata 
rtiuch more ancient than those in the 
vicinity of Paris, which Werner has 
called transition-strata, because they 1 
are placed between the primi- 
tive mountains, anterior to al) organ- 
ization, and the secondary strata, 
that abound vfith remains of animals. 
Most of them are composed of frag- 
ments of the primitive rocks, united 
into pudding-stones ; by cements of 
various kinds, in which we begin to 
perceive occasionally remains of or- 
ganized substances, either vegetable 
or animal. Saussuue. had already no- 
ticed these in the Alps but Mr. B. 
has traced them to much greater ex- 
tent, principally along that side of 
the Alps which looks toward France. 

Mr. Lescallier has shown, that the 
climate of Liguria, is -more, favour- 
able to the plants of hot countries, 
than any other in the same latitude: 
the winter, though longer, not being 
so cold, because the Apennines shel- 
ter it from tiie north wind;.; while 
the summer is less scorching from 
the vicinity of the sea on one hand, 
and the snows on the other. 

Mr. Girod Chanirans has given the 
natural history of the department of 
the Doubs. 

Mr. Seguin, who formerly found 
gelatine, tlie true remedy against in- 
termittent fevers, has -.this" year tried 
albumen with good success, tie has 
already cured forty-one patients, by 
giving them- the whites of three eggs 
diluted witli warm water, and sweet- 
ened with sugar, just before the lit 



comes on. He says this convenience 
attends both these remedies, if the 
lit that follows the first dose, be not 
mitigated, you must not expect a 
cure from them. 

Mr. Desessartz has endeavoured to 
show, that relaxing medicines, and 
gentle evacuants, are preferable to 
acrid medicines in the treatment of 
dropsy. This is particularly the case 
in dropsies, that succeed painful af- 
fections of the mind. 

Messrs. Cels, Tessier, and Huzard, 
have drawn up a scheme for a code 
of rural law, the object of which is 
to protect landed property from every 
imaginable injury. It is transmitted 
to a select committee in every de- 
partment for examination. 

Mr. Tessier has drawn up, by or- 
der of government, popular instruc- 
tions, for the cultivation of cotton in 
France. 

Mr. Bosc lias described twenty- 
eight species of the ash, half of which, 
though cultivated in the gardens and 
nurseries round Paris, have not been 
noticed by naturalists. Some of them 
are large trees, superior, in elasticity 
and flexibility to the common ash. 

Mr. Portal read a case of disease, 
in which the patient experienced all 
the symptoms of pulmonary consump- 
tion, with others, the cause of which 
could not be divined. On opening 
the body, an abscess was found iii 
the liver; communicating with the 
abscess in the lungs by an aperture 
through the diaphragm. 

Mr. Pelletan presented a work on 
internal aneurisms. This gentleman 
has not only abated the disease, and 
retarded its progress, by frequent ve- 
nesection, and the other known means, 
but in three instances has accomplish- 
ed a radical and unequivocal cure. 

Some Jews at Frankfort are said 
to have commenced a nutmeg manu- 
factory, but the offenders were soon 
detected and punished. They formed 
their artificial nutmegs of meal roast- 
ed brown, mucilage of gum Arabic, 
and powdered nutmegs.
